- An examination for 
admission to the Air Force Mying College for the 80th G . D . 
Pilots Course commendng in August 1960 will be held by 
the Union Public Service Corpīnission at Allahabad , Bangalore, 
Bombay , Calcutta , Delhi, Hyderabad Jammu , Ludhiana , 
Madras, Nagpur , Patna and Shillong sometic in November , 
1959 . 


THESE CENTRES ARE LJABLE TO BE CHANGED AT 
THE DISCRETION OF THE COMMISSION . 


2 . Admission to the Air Force Flying College will be made 
on the results of a written examination to be conducted by 
the Union Public Scrvice Commission , an interview by the 
Air Force Selection Board and a Physical Endurance Test by 
the Alr Force Central Medical Establishment. 


(iv ) Non -citizens of categories ( c ) and ( d ) above who 

entered service under the Government of India be 
forc the commencement of the Constitution , viz., 26th 
January, 1950 , and who have continued in such service 
since then . Any such person who re -entered or may 
re-enter such service with a break after the 26th 
January . 1950 will , however, require certificate of 

eligibility in the usual way . 
5 . Candidates should be medically fit in all respects for ser 
vice in any part of the world . The standards of medical 
fitness are shown in Appendix . I. 

A number of qualified candidates are rejected subsequently 
on medical grounds. Candidates are , therefore, advised in 
their own interest to get themselves medically examinad 
before submitting their applications, to avoid disappointment 
at the final stage . 

A suffidcnt number of suitable candidates recommended by 
the Services Selection Board will be męclically examined by 
a Board of Service Doctors. A candidate who is not declared 
fit by the Medical Board will not be admitted to the Air 
Force Flying College . The very fact that the medical exami 
nation has been carried out by a Board of Service Doctors 
will not mean or imply that the candidate has been finally 
Helected . The proceedings and details of findings of the 
Medical Board are confidential and cannot be divulged to any 
one. The results of candidates declared unfit / temporarily 
unfit are intimated to them along with the piocedure for 
submission of fitness certificate and appeal. No requests for 
the details of results of Medical Borld will be entertained by 
the President of the Medical Board . 


$. The approximate number of vacancies to be offered for 
entry to the College on the result of this cxamination will 
be 22 . This is only a provisional number and is liable to 
alteration , 


NOTE - Candidates who have applied for the examination 
for admission Lo the Military College or for the Indian Navy 
Examination for admission 24 Special Entry Cadets into the 
Indian Navy, or for the National Defence Academy Exami 
nation for admission to the National Defence Academy, must 
exercide their final option before admission to the Air Force 
Flying College , if finally selected . After admission , they will 
be considered neither for admission to the Military College 
nor for the Indian Navy nor for the National Defence 
Academy. 

4 . A candidate must be an unmarried male and must either

6 . Candidates must undertake not to marry until they com 
plete their full training. A candidate who marries subscqucnt 
to the date of his application , though successful at this or any 
subsequent examination , will not be selected for tralning . A 
candidate who marries while în training shall be dlacharged 
and will be liable to refund all expenditure incurred on him 
by the Government.

7 . Candidates for admission to the examination must have 
been born not carlier than 2nd August , 1939 and not later 
than Ist February , 1948 . 
THE PRESCRIBED AGE LIMITS CAN IN NO CASE 

BE RELAXED 


8 . Candidates must have passed one of the following exa 
minations or must posses, one of the following certificates: 


NOTE Y - A widower or a person who has divorced his wife 
cannot be treated as an unmarried male for the purpose of 
the above Rule. 

NOTE II, The appointment of candidates in categories (c) 
and (d ) above will be subject to issue of certificates of cligi 
bility in their favour by Government of India . The certif 
cate of eligibility in rcspcct of candidatcs belonging to 
category ( d ) will be valid only for a period of one year from 
the date of his appointment beyond which he would be 
retained in service only if he has become a dtizen of India 
Certificates of eligibility will not , however be neccesary in the 
case of candidates belonging to one of the following catego 
ria : 


(a ) the Matriculation Examination of a recognised Indian 

University ;

(b ) an examination accepted by uny such University 

equlvalent to Matriculation Examination for the pur 

pose of admission to a university course; 
(c) an examination held by a State Education Board 

at the end of the Secondary School Course for the 
award of a School Leaving . Secondary School, High 
School or any other Certificate which is accepted by 
the Government of that State as equivalent to Matrt 

culation Certificate for entry into its services; 
( d ) the Cambridge School Certificate Examination ; 
( any other examination which may from time to time 

be recognised by the Union Public Service Commission 
ao equivalent to the above ; 
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13. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for hly candidature by any means may disqualify 
him for admission . 


14 . The maximum number of candidates to be admitted to 
the examination may at the discretion of the Commission be 
Ilmited te ruch number the Commisloo muy dedde . If 
1 llmit is imposed and the number of andidata exceeds that 
limit , the Union Public Service Commission shall select from 
among the applian those who shall be admitted to the 
azmination and shall have rerud in so doing to the ruits 
bility of the applicants for admision to the Air Force Flying 
College . 


15 . The examination will be conducted by the Commision 
in the manner prescribed in Appendix II to the Notification . 


16 . Candidate must pay the fece prescribed in Appendix 
III. No claim for a refund of these fee will be entertained 
except to the extent stated in the Appendix , nor can they be 
held in reserve for any other examination or selection .

The candidates who obtain minimum qualify 
ing marks in the written cxamination , shall appear before the 
Air Force Selection Board for Pllot Aptitude tot and ofccr 
Potentiality tat. The maximum marks obtaining at these 
tats are 900 . Candidates who obtain minimum quollfying 
marks sperately in Puot Aptitude tat and Oficer Potcntity 
test will be further subjected to a Phynal Endurance test, 
details of which arc ven in Appendix IV and for which 
there will be a maximum of 200 merke . 


To be acceptable, andidate should secure minimum 
qualifying marks meperately in ( ) written examination (ii)

Board and undergo the taste therant at their own risk and 
will not be entitled to claina , uny compensation or other 
relief from Governnmt in respect of any injury which they 
may sustain in the course of or as a Tenult of any of the tests 
given to them at the Air Force Selection Bourd , whether duc 
to the negligence of any person or otherwise .

21 . While the cost of training including accommodation , 
books, uniforins, boarding and medical treatment will be bome 
by Government, candidates will be expected to mcet their 
pocket experigos themselves. The expenses at the College are 
NOT likely to exceed Rs. 40 per month , IE a adet s parent 
or guardien is unable to meet, wholly or partly , even this 
expenditure , financial assistance may be granted by the 
Government upto a maximum of Rs. 40 per month .

mission ; or 
(ii ) if he is not granted a commluion , refunded to the 

State. 
On being granted a commission , articles of clothing and 
neccuario purchased from this allowance thall become the 
permonal property of the cadet. Such articles will , however , 
be withdrawn from a cadet who resigns whilet under training 
or who 44 removed or withdrawn prior to commissioning, 
The article withdrawn will be disposed of to the best adven 
tage of the State.
